AMERICA! TRADE 


Washington, July IO.—Persistent 
stories of Germany’s commercial 
achievements in South and Central 
America and the generally accepted 
boast that German goods had com­ 
pletely captured those markets fade 
under the intense light of careful in. 
veeiigation into merely Gorman pro­ 
paganda, cit culated with the idea of 
scaring ail other competitors out of 
the field. 
William C. Wells, chief statistician 
for the Pan-American Union is au­ 
thority for the statement that for 
several years before the war Ger­ 
many actually was losing ground in 
South and Central America and that 
the greatest gains were made by the 
United States. 
"Just prior to the European war,” 
says Mr. Wells, *’German trade in 
most of Latin America was in danger 
of immediate dissolution. For thirty 
years, it is true. German trade show­ 
ed a large and progressive growth— 
bat this was almost entirely at the 
expense of France. In 1911, German 
trade reached its apex. In Argen­ 
tan was centered the German efforts 
to capture Latin-American trade. In 
I t l l the percentages of imports from 
the seven leading comercial countries 
to Argentina were as follows: United 
Kingdom, 29.6; Germany, 18; United 
States 14.3; Italy 8; 
France 10.4; 
Belgium 8.3; and Spain 
3.1. And 
this was Germany's’ best year. In 
thirty years Germany had increased 
her proportion 
of 
the Argentine 
trade 94 per cent, Italy gained 94 
per cent, and the United States gain­ 
ed 141 per cent. All the other coun­ 
tries except Belgium 
lost, 
France 
most heavily. Most of the German 
gains were at her expense. 
’’In fourteen of the Latin-Amer­ 
ican countries, notwithstanding the 
strenuous efforts made by Germany 
to acquire or to preserve the trade, 
the result had been practically fail­ 
ure. The imports from Germany in 
these countries was only slightly over 
eleven per cent of the whole and less 
than one-fourth of the imports from 
the United States. 
"Wonderful stories have been told 
and are yet being told of German 
commercial success in Latin-Ameri- 
ca. The spreading of such stories is 
and always has been part of the Ger­ 
man program. It creates an atmos­ 
phere which is supposed to have a 
depressing effect upon rivals. The 
English, French, Italian, or Ameri­ 
can exporter is apt to be reticent 


ping anything to these countries, ex­ 
cept flour, codfish, lumber and the 
like. Yet la 1913, prior to the Out­ 
break of the war, tho United States 
had passed Germany in fourteen of 
j che twenty countries of L&tin-Amer. 
lea—that is, the United States ex­ 
ceeded Germany in exports to these 
fourteen countries in the ratio of 
more than 4 to 1—9187,412,696 to 
$43,822,005. 
"In the remaining six countries 
(Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Paraguay, 
Bolivia and Uruguay) 
the United 
States trade was over 80 per cent of 
the German 
trade—United 
States 
$141,540,585, Germany, 
$175,744,-1 
271. For the whole twenty countries! 
the United States trade exceeded the 
German exports in the proportion oil

want “to carry on” when they real­

TERRITORY NOT IMPORTANT. 
The old trench warfare is gone. A 
war of movement has come. The tak­ 
ing of a bit of territory here and a 
bit there is likely not to be a mode 
of warefare any more in this struggle 
between Democracy and Autocracy. 
We must give Germany credit for this 
change in methods, just as we have 
to give her credit for beginning the 
trench warfare. Germany nas led in 
determining the kind of game we 
fight, but in each of Germany’s moves 
the Allies have been able to meet her 
eventually with weapons 
just 
as 
sharp as her own. 
Three times 
now 
the German 
masses have pierced the Allied lines. 
Three times the Allies have retired 
In good order. Before many days we 
shall not be surprised to see the 
British pull back the lines on the 
Belgian coast, giving up some of the 
important places near the sea both 
in Belgium and France. It is entire­ 
ly possible that the 
channel 
ports 
will pass to the hands of the invad­ 
er. But in a war of movement, when 
armies seek to get in the best posi­ 
tion before giving battle, the sur­ 
render of a bit of territory makes 
no difference in the long run. That 
was one of the strong points with 
General Robert E. Lee. 
Oftentimes 
vould lead his opposing general 
until he had everything in readiness, 
a id then he would smash the oppos­ 
ing army. 
General Joffre used the 
same tactics in 1914. 
It is 
almost 
certain that Genera! Foch has the 
same idea. 
When the Allies will stand and 
give battle is not certain. The long­ 
er they can wait the better it will 
be. We are now building boats fast- 
ei than Germany can sink them. We 
are sinking IT-boats faster than Ger­ 
many can build them. We are killing 
men faster than Germany can raise 
them. 
We are causing Germany to 
use h**r ammunitions of war as fast 
as she can manufacture them. The 
German people are becoming weak­ 
er as a result of the food shortage. 
In all of these things the Allies have 
i. bch to gain and nothing to lose by 
playing for time. 
It is true the outlook is 
not 
as 
bright as we should like. Many Am­ 
erican soldiers will have to sacri­ 
fice their lives.

Today there are more than 
300,000 skilled mechanics and la­ 
borers engaged in 
building 
ships, 
and an additional 250,000 employed 
in 
making the 
engines, 
boilers, 
winches and other machinery neces­ 
sary to equip them. 
This tremendous expansion 
by 
which the United States hopes to put 
into service a new merchant marine 
that will rival the trading fleet of 
any nation in the world has been ac­ 
complished in 
methodical 
fashion, 
without any ”fuss and feathers” but 
achieving a result that industry long 
will regard as one of the most bril­ 
liant victories of the war. It has been 
brought about by the Shipping Board 
through recognition of the principle 
that untrained men can become skill­ 
ed workmen only through competent 
Instruction. One of the first tasks of 
the Shipping Board, therefore, was 
the creation of a Division of Educa-

training will average about 80 per 
cent of finished workmen. 
Yard instructors are skilled 
me­ 
chanics trained in the teaching meth­ 
od. This training is given in s tra in ­ 
ing center, where the mechanic is 
given an idea of instructural manage­ 
ment, and how to get the instructions 
across effectively. 
The first training center was estab­ 
lished at Newport News. To it were 
sent skilled mechanics, selected from 
the yards. They were given a six 
weeks course of training, eight hours 
a day. 
During the last part of'this 
couse they were obliged to spend for­ 
ty hours in the actual handling of 
gangs of green men. Yard instruc­ 
tors are drawn from a variety of 
trades, such as riveters, ship fitters, 
ship carpenters, caulkers, etc. 
Twenty-two plants have sent men 
for training as yard instructors, 216 
of these men have completed their 
training and 74 are now in train­ 
ing. 
In addition to the training center 
established in Newport News, there 
are now several others established; 
at Hog Island, at Chester, Pa., at 
the Submarine Yard at Newark, N. 
J., and two special centers for the 
training of 
electric 
welders 
at 
Schenectady, N. Y., an# at New York 
City. 
So far, 13 yards have put in train­ 
ing departments. One yard instructor 
can train about 150 men each year. 
The period of training for a green 
man varies from two to eight weeks. 
One yard has already trained enough 
yard instructors in the training cen­ 
ters to turn out weekly 300 skilled 
mechanics within the yard. 
In addition to 
the training 
of 
green men, there exists the problem 
of taking men who are already skill­ 
ed in allied trades, bot have never 
Worked in shipyards, 
and 
making 
them into shipbuilders. This is call­ 
ed a Trade Conversion coarse and 
consists essentially of 
determining 
what supplementary work a skilled 
mechanic from the allied trades must 
have in order to give him the neces­ 
sary knowledge to do shipbuilding 
work. Special instructors 
are 
em­ 
ployed in a number of plants to meet 
this situation. 
By training foremen and manag­ 
ers, the shipping board 
has 
been 
able to develop in a year the build­ 
ing of wooden ships which had been 
a long lost art, and workmen in 
many yards have increased in effici­ 
ency more than 25 per cent. “ Where 
we bflve efficient management we 
have efficient workers,” 
Chairman 
Hurley declared today. “You 
can't 
expect to have efficient workmen in 
an inefficiently managed shipyard 
nor can you expect good results. “Our 
shipyard workers generally are as 
fine a body of men as is engaged in 
any industry in this country. They 
are a patriotic, industrious group, 
and while in many ' yards they are 
not as efficient as we would like to 
have them they are learning dally 
and are 
increasing 
their 
output. 


When the history of our shipbuild­ 
ing program is written, the Ameri­ 
can workmen, the men who really 
built the ships, will be the men de­ 
serving of any credit that may be 
due.”

Supply Sergeant Thomas E. Nor­ 
man, has been quite busy drawing 
and issuing equipment for the new 
recruits which are being daily re­ 
ceived by Company “B” 345th Ma­ 
chine Gun Bn. However Rags “Mas­ 
cot” gets his chow regular, also has 
just gotten a close clip and bath. 


While it is true that modern fight­ 
ing calls for more brain power on the 
part of the individual soldier than 
fighting ever demanded before, yet it 
is also true that brawn power is more 
indispensable also. In fact the Am­ 
erican soldier has to be ready with 
his legs and arms as well as with his 
head. Emphasis is given to the neces­ 
sity for physical prowess by a series 
of tests which have been carried oat 
with the personnel of Camp Travis. 
The idea has been, not to discover 
athletes, but to grade the men ac­ 
cording to their ability to use their 
bodies. 
J 
The tests have been divided into 
five classes: Muscular development, 
agility, jumping, scaling and climb­ 
ing. Each of these classes contains a 
number of “events” and 
in each 
event the soldier endeavors to equal 
or better the mark set for the “Class 
A” men, dropping to “Class B” or 
“Class C” according to the propor­ 
tion by which he falls short of the 
mark. For instance, a “Class A” man 
must chin the horizontal bar fifteen 
times, a “Class B” man ten times and 
a “Class C” man five times. 
Requirements for “Class A” are 
given as follows: Chin up 15 times; 
dip IO times; putting shot 12 pounds 
3 Ofeet; lift weight over head, eith­ 
er hand, 60 pounds; raising weight 
to chest with readiness, IOO pounds; 
put IOO pound weight on six foot 
bank; run 50 yards, in service uni­ 
form, without coat and equipment, 7 
seconds; run IOO yards, same condi­ 
tion 15 seconds; run 200 yards, 35 
seconds; run half mile, 4 minutes; 
standing broad jump, 7 feet; 
run­ 
ning high jump, 4 feet; vault fence, 
5 1-2 feet; scale, with 
readiness 
three times in quick succession a 
wall 5 feet high; scale twice same 
conditions, a wall 7 feet high; climb 
20 foot rope in 20 seconds.

Since I have so many friends in 
Pontotoc county it would be impos­ 
sible to write each a personal letter.

The next thing I took notice to was 
soldier boys picking up all pieces of 
paper, straws, and any thing that 
might hide a disease germ, for we 
are fighting disease as well as the 
Germans, and we are going to whip 
them both. 
While I was watching the boys do 
this work, and wondering what they 
had done to get such punishment a 
corporal came in and told us to get 
out and help pick up such things. 
Then I learned that it was not a 
punishment, but simply a job that 
we must do each morning, and since 
I learned that it was to make the 
camp a nice healthy place for sol­ 
dier to live in, I don’t mind the 
work. 
The next morning 
the sergeant 
told me I was kitchen police. Well 
I thought a police was a great fel­ 
low with lots of authority. So I walk­ 
ed proudly into the kitchen and soon 
learned that kitchen police meant for 
me to wash dishes, peel potatoes and 
scrub floors. I have done the same 
thing several times since and it isn’t 
a hard job. It is only a joke that 
always pleases us better if it is on 
the other fellow. 
Next comes the drill 
practice 
which makes soldiers of us. Since it 
would take lots of paper and brains 
to explain this I ask you to excuse 
me from this at present. 
Before closing I 
will 
tell 
you 
about the army Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association. It is the social cen­ 
ter of the army. Here we get writing 
Paper, free. The Y. M. C. A. furnishes 
us all the good books we can read.

Petrograd, April 8.—One of the 
first reque *s put before the Russian 
delegates st Brest-Litovskk, accord­ 
ing to the Petrograd newspapers, 
was a demand from Emperor William 
for the safe-guarding of the former 
Russian Empress, Alexandra Alin. 
The following account of this inci­ 
dent is taken from the Wogyn 
Courier : 
At the first meeting after the rep­ 
resentatives of the Bolshevik! gov­ 
ernment and the* delegates of the 
Russian army had assembled in the 
large room whi«h had been devoted 
to the meeting, General von Hoff­ 
mann with his came in. 
The two 
parties bowed to one another and the 
Russians sat down at the table. 
General Hoffmann remained stand­ 
ing and addressed them. 
“I speak 
to you,” he said in a stern voice, 
“not as a representative of the Ger­ 
man army, nor of General H inder 
burg. I speakk to you as the repre­ 
sentative of the four Central Powers. 
I request you therefore to stand 
while you hear what I have to say.” 
The Russian delegation looked at 
one another—-there was a little hes­ 
itation, and they stood up. 
General von Hoffmann continued: 
“Before pioceeding to any negotia­ 
tions respecting an armistice, I think 
it necessary to make the following 
statement. 
Within the area of Rus­ 
sia, in circumstances threatening her 
personal 
safety, is living a most 
august relative of my sovereign 
master, the Emperor William, name­ 
ly, Princess Alix, your Empress Alex­ 
andra, with all her family. 
I de­ 
mand that most decided measures 
be instantly e&ken for the safeguard­ 
ing of her person and for her trans­ 
fer to Germany under a reliable 
guard. I request 
your 
immediate 
reply.” 
The membbers of the delegation 
did not know how to reply, and 
asked that they should be given 
time for consideration, and for con­ 
sultation with Petrograd over their 
direct wire. 
• 
Scarcely had an Interpreter trans­ 
lated these words than General von 
.-offmann said, with a great show of 
temper, “I demand an instant reply,” 
and struck the table with his fist. 
“This demand,” he cantinued, “is in 
the nature of an ultimatum. In the 
event of your not accepting it, the 
negotiations will close forthwith, and 
hostilities will be at once recom­ 
menced by us.” 
There remained nothing for the 
members jof the Russian delegation 
to do but to give their consent to the 
demands made. 
The Petrograd correspondent of 
the London Morning Post asserted in 
a dispatch sent to London on Febru­ 
ary 22 that “the 
former 
Empress 
Alexandra, as the guardian of her 
son, is the favorite German candidate 
for the (Russian) throne.” 
Unconfirmed reports that both the 
former Empress and former Emper­ 
or Nicholas were to be taken from 
Tobolsk, Siberia, to the Ural district 
were received recently from Petro­ 
grad.

lf W# Hay, Poultry IneraaM, Back­ 
yard, Mutt Do It 


YOU ARE AT WAR; 
BUY THRIFT STAMPS 


Th# quickest aud cheapest way of 
adding to our meat supply is to in­ 
crease poultry production, says Charles 
M. Smith, poultry specialist fbr the 
Extension Division of Oklahoma A. A 
M. Collage. 
The chief increase In poultry and 
eggs will have to be made on the di­ 
versified farm and In back yards. In 
the former case It must be made as a 
by-product of general farming, and in 
the latter, the table and kitchen waste 
wlU provide much of the feed of the 
hens. At this time we do not suggest 
starting extensive poultry farms, but 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
urges that every farmer, and every 
family having a back yard, keep aa 
many as can be economically handled. 
In Oklahoma it would not be difficult 
to have an average of twelve hens on 
every back yard. These birds with ? 
little extra attention would average 
one hundred eggs per hen, and in most 
cases the back yard flock will average 
better than one hundred and twenty. 
The reason for this is that the per­ 
son in charge of this flock is more in 
position to look after their wants a 
number of times a day, such as giving 
them the kitchen scraps auld watching 
th# water supply.
